A 
deficiency estimate of $5,000 has been submitted to 
Congress and if allowed some of these stations will 
be reopened. 





Mr. McApoo’s bill to commission as ensigns five 
naval apprenticcs annually was considered by the 
sub-committee of the House Naval Committee on 
Wednesday last. Commodore Schley, by request, ap- 
peared before the Committee and presented and 
urged his views on the measure. The bill will be 
amended to provide for two instead of five appoint- 
ments and formally reported in this shape to the 
full committee at the next meeting. 











THe Kansas City Times says: ‘*Watervliet arsenal 
of Troy, N. Y., is fighting Frankford arsenal of 
Philadelphia, Pa. At one of the two places named 
Uncle Sam will spend $1,000,000 in the plant and 
erection of an ordnance gun foundry. Some §8,- 
000,000 will be asked for werewith to manufacture 
the big guns. Mr. Randall considers thatthe iron 
interests of Troy should be subordinate to those of 
Frankford, but Messrs. Evarts, Hiscock and Tracy 
are for the Empire State. Between the two stools, 
i, would not be surprising if the whole matter fell 
to the ground altogether.” 

Tue Secretary of the Navy has authorized the 
second payment on the Petrel, under contract in 
Baltimore at the Columbian Iron Works, but has 
given orders to retain from this payment the 
accrued penalty for non-fulfilment of contract, 
amounting at the date of payment to $500. It is 
said, however, in this connection, that the Secretary 
has expressed his willingness to recommend that the 
final retention by the Government be not insisted on, 
though this will require an act of Congress. The 
sixth payment has been made to the contractors for 
the Baltimore, Cramp and Son. In this case, how- 
ever, no penalty has been exacted, and it is not likely 
that the delay in the case of this vessel will amount 
to a very serious sum. 

8. 2208, introduced by Mr. Bate this week, reor- 
ganizes the Signal Corps, with a chief and assistant 
chief signal officer (Major), six captains, six first 
lieutenants; the major and captains to be appointed 
from the line of the Army, preferably from those 
Who have served three years or more in the corps. 














Appointments and promotions are to be preceded 
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by an examination by a board—incompetent second 
lieutenants to be retired with one year's pay and 
allowances, the others promoted, and the grade of 
second lieutenant in the Signal Oorps abolished. 
The vacancies in the grade of first lieutenant to be 
thereafter filled by transfer from the Army, and 
two sergeants of the Signal Corps to be appointed 
each year second lieutenants in the line of the 
Army ; 57 sergeants are proposed, with the rank 
and pay of hospital stewards, and sucd additional 
temporary sergeants, corporals and privates, not 
exceeding 400, as Congress way anaoually provide 
for—the enlisted force to be reduced to 50 in de- 
fault of an appropriation for more. 








THE General Service clerks and messengers of the 
Army, who hoped that something might be done 
this winter in the way of securing legislative action 
for increase of pay, have had their efforts cut short 
by the refusal of the Secretary of War to forward 
their petitions, with the numerous recommenda- 
tions of Division and Department commanders and 
other Army officials, to Congress. Being subject to 
Army Regulations, they do not feel disposed now to 
begin an independent line of action among their 
Congressional friends for fear of displeasing the Sec- 
retary, who has stated empbatically that he is op- 
posed to a further increase in their pay. Thus they 
find it prudent to allow the matter to rest until an- 
other session of Congress. The increase proposed 
and which met witb strong endorsements from the 
immediate. superior officer in each case, was from 
$1,000 to $1,200 per annum for clerks of class one; 
$1,200 to $1,400 forclerks of class two, and from 
$720 to $900 per annum for messengers. An amend- 
ment was also proposed by which this class of ser- 
vants would receive more liberal benefits from the 
retirement law for enlisted men than granted them 
by the Bragg act. For purposes of retirement it was 
proposed that they should rank as follows: General 
Service clerks of class three with hospital stewards 
of the first class; General Service clerks of class two 
with ordnance sergeants; General Service clerks of 
class one with post quartermaster sergeants of the 
non-commissioned staff; General Service messengers 
with sergeants of the line. 





SEVERAL officers have written with reference to 
the statement concerning the rates of retired pay 
under the Steele bill which was made by ‘‘ Captain 
on the Active List” in a letter published last week 
(p. 618). A reference to the text of the bill, which 
we published in full January 14 (p. 487), shows 
that the changes in retired pay proposed by section 
83 does not affect any officer who has been continu- 
ously in the Servite since 1861, nor who has been 
commissioned for distinguished service, brevetted 
for gallantry in action, or for gallant or meritorious 
service in face of the enemy, or officers whose pay 
is provided by special act of Congress. The bill, if 
it becomes a law, will affect all other officers now 
on the retired list, or hereafter retired, who with- 
draw from the active list with not more than thirty- 
seven years’ service. All officers, not included in 
the classes named, who enter the Army after pass- 
ing their twenty-seventh year and are retired at 
sixty-four, will receive two per cent. less pay tban 
the law now allows, for every year that their age upon 
entry exceeds twenty-seven. It will not affect 
graduates of the Military Academy, all ot whom 
receive their commissions before they reach twenty- 
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appointment to the Academy. It cannot affect 
many others retired for age, and its chief operation 
is against officers retired for disability not incident 
to the Service and who have entered the Service 
since 1861. 


Tae data from the Army Register. which appears 
elsewhere, shows that rather more than one-half of 
the officers on the active list of the Army have been 
appointed from the ranks or from civil life, the pro- 
portion being 1,111 of these to 1,051 from the Mili- 
tary Academy. The proportion, taking in the re- 
tired list and the Military Academy, is 1,178 gradu- 
ates to 1,243 others. Shortly after the war the pro- 
portion of graduates was less than one-third, since 
when this proportion has been steadily increasing. 
More than one-half of the active officers, 1,209, have 
bad war service, 680 in the volunteers. 284 of our 
officers were ‘‘born out of their native country,” 
that is if we include the four who were born at sea, 
Colonels Hamilton and Stewart and Lieutenants 
G. McO. Derby and T. B. Robinson, 19th Infantry. 
Major D. P. Heap was born in Asia; Oaptain H. J. 
Nowlan in Corfu; Lieutenant Odon Gurovits in 
Hungary, and Captain E. L. Zalinski in Poland; 
Surgeon ©. T. Alexander in the Cherokee Nation. 
Three officers were born in South America and one 
mm Prince Edward Island. 











THe Senate on Monday last passed the bill to in- 
corporate the Maritime Canal Company of Nica- 
ragua, by a vote of 88 yeas to 15 mays. Mr, Vest 
offered an amendment, which was rejected, provid- 
ing that ‘‘nothing in this act contained shall be held 
or construed to in any manner involve the United 
States in any pecuniary obligations whatever, other 
than in respect of the payment of tolls as provided 
in this act.” The action of Senator Edmunds in 
the previous case of the Tehantuapec Ship Railway 
bill having been quoted in supporting this amend- 
ment, Mr. Edwunds said: ‘‘ Mr. President, I hope 
that this great public and, as [ think, most :mport- 
ant national measure—the subject of this cana 
having reached the point where I think it is now or 
never with the United States, whether we shall 
have any influence in respect of it or not—will not 
be injured or disturbed by any previous errors or 
misconduct of mine. The people of the United 
States and their interests are much more concerned 
in the national matter involved in this enterprise 
than they are in anything that my behavior in the 
future or in the past could possibly lead them to be 
concerned in.” Mr. Teller said : *‘‘ So far as I am 
concerned, I am exceedingly anxious that somebody 
should constract this canal. I would have the 
United States Government construct the canal, but 
I have long since come to the conclusion that no 
project so beneficial to the people, and I think ex- 
hibiting so much statesmanship, would find a res- 
ponse in either branch of Oougress. I have said 
before on the floor of the Senate, and I repeat now, 
that it was the duty of the Administration, in my 
judgment, to have said to those foreigners when 
they started the Panama canal enterprise, that no 
canal shoald ve put across the contiment that the 
American people did not control. I believe now, 
late as it is, we ought to say to them that while we 
have quietly allowed the work on this great canal 
to go on, and have let them waste their money on 
it as an individual enterprise, whenever it shall be. 
brougbt to our attention that it becomes a national 
enterprize by the French people, we shall declare.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Commopore Cuas. W. Picxerine, U. 8. N., who 
died at St. Augustine, Florida, Feb. 29, entered the 
Navy in 1822, and made his first cruise with his 
uncle, Capt. R. T. Spencer, on board the sloop-of- 
war Cyane, a prize to the Conshtution under Com- 
modore Stewart. He served in many responsible 
positions, and when the War of the Rebellion broke 
out bad attained the grade of Commander. In 1862 
he was commissioned Captain, and was in command 
of the Housatonic when she was blown up off Char- 
leston,, Feb. 17, 1864, by a submarine torpedo. As 
soon as he was recovered from wounds received on 
the Housatonic, he took command of the U.S. 8. 
Vanderbilt, and participated in the capture of Fort 
Fisber. He was retired at his own request February 
1, 1867. 


SAMUEL Barron. formerly a captain in the U. 8. 
Navy, who died Feb. 26, at his residence in Essex 
county, Virginia, in the 80th year of his age, was 
commissiened a midshipman, U. 8. N., at the age of 
three years (the only case on record), avd made his 
first cruise up the Mediterranean at the age of eight 
years. He served in various parts of the world and 
through the Mexicau War with honors. He was in 
charge of the Naval Station at Norfolk during the 
yellow fever, and was more than attentive in bis de- 
votion to the suffering. His last service for the U. 5. 
Government was in command of the frigate Wabash. 
At the breakirg out of the War he was a captaia in 
the Navy, and resigned and entered the Confederate 
Navy, and was commissioned as commod>re. He 
was assigned to his firstduty after leaving Richmond 
in command of Fort Hatteras, at Hatteras Inlet, 
where be was captured, with bis command, and sent 
to Fort Warren. After one year in prison be was ex- 
changed and sent South. e then went to London 
and remained abroad duripg the remainder of the 
War in charge of the work of fiiting out cruisers for 
the Confederate Government. After the War he re- 
turved to bis farm in Virginia. The life of Commo. 
Barron was renarkably interestiog aud eventful. 
He commanded the only American man-of-war that 
ever forcibly entered the Bosphorus, and the affair 
created quite a sensation at the time. 


Mepicat Inspector Wm, Lowser, U. 8. Navy, re- 
tired, who died at Philadelphia Feb. 25,in the 65th 
year of his age, entered the Navy as an assistant 
eurgeon in 1847 and attained the rank of medical in- 
spector March 3, He was relieved from active 
service July 5, 1872, after a long and honorable 
career. We vote also that Mary Barry Lowber died 
at Philadelphia Feb. 25, in the 91st year of her age, 
and believe the deceased lady was the mother of Dr. 
Lowber. He wasa member of the Loyal Legion.

A DESPATCH from Downey, Cal., announces the 
death there, Feb. 28, of Capt. Cyrus M. De Lany, 15th 
U. S. Infantry, for some time past on sick leave 
from Fort Pembina, Dakota. Capt. De Lany served 
during the war from July 30, 1861, to Aug. 13, 1865, 
as an enlisted man and officer of Ohio volunteers, 
rising to the grade of captain: entered the Regular 
Army as 2d heutenant, 35th Infantry, Oct. 30, 1867; 
traneferred to 15th [ofantry in 1869, and promoted 
1st lieutenant in 1875 and captain in 1885. 


CoLonEL Cuas. G. Roacers, who died at Nashville, 
Tenn., a few days ago, entered West Point in 1850, 
was graduated in 1854, promoted Bvt.

No appropria- 
tion bas yet been mare for the construction of tne 
post, and, as the season when building operations 
should be commepced is rapidly approachiog. [ 
would recommend that the matter be presented for 
Congressional action, and a request for an appropri- 
ation this year of $300,000 be made. This sum will 
not be quite sufficient, probably, to complete the 
post for the contemplated garrison, four troops of 
cavalry and six companies of infantry, but it would 
be all that could be profitably expended during the 
coming fiscal year.”

General replies that 16,553 claims have been filed 
and 6,578 completed, leaving on hand 9,980. As 
soon a3 the changes rendered necessary by the re- 
assignment of rooms have been made, it is the in- 
tention to increase the force engaged on these claims 
by taking expericnced clerks from such divisions of 
the office as can be judiciously drawn from, and it 
is believed that the work can be completed within 
two years with the clerical force available and the 
additional room about to be assigned. 

An estimate of $32,769 for paving roadway through 
the Watervliet Arsenal grounds was submitted to the 
House by the Secretary of War, Feb. 28. 

The Adjz.-General of the Army in transmitting 

to Congress a petition of clerks and messengers in 
his office asking compensation for extra service per- 
formed from March 29, 1886, to March 14, 1887, in 
disposing of an accumulation of pension cases, says: 
‘The prompt and cheerful response of the clerks 
and the excellent service which they rendered on 
this occasion makes their claim for compensation 
one of undoubted merit, and it gives me pleasure

SHOULD THE RETIRING AGE FOR ENLISTED 
MEN BE REDUCED ? 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

REFERRING to the bill introduced by Senator 
Manderson “to reduce the retiring age of enlisted 
men to 25 years,” I sincerely trust it will become a 
law, as it is to the true interest of the Government 
and just to the old men and soldiers. 

I speak from over 28 years’ experience in the 
Army, and from persoval observation know that 
the large majority of men, after 25 years’ service, 
bave passed their utility in most any position they 
may then bold. 

On wy original entry into the Service I was cer- 
tainly as healthy and strong as any young man that 
ever joined the flag. To-day 1 am only a wreck ot 
my former self; my eyesight, formerly perfect, is 
gradually going; my hearing is defective, and I am 
generally debilitated, Of course I strive to perform 
my duties as a N.C. 3S. officer, and manage to do 
them satisfactorily enough, but for all that I feel 
and know that the necessary spring aod ardor to 
perform these duties as I used to do in my youager 
days are missing, and IL also feel that a younger man 
would do these duties better and would be able to 
take more pride and interest in them. My experi 
ence is also that of most of the other old vets. 

Mr. Editor, 30 years is a long time to serve as an 
enlisted man, particularly when a large portion of 
this time has been passed in bunting Indians on foot 
and on horseback over a wild, unexplored country 
such as our Western country was in my young days, 
and when four years of this time were used up in 
serving during the late War, with its varieties of 
hardships, wounds and rebel prisons. ae 








A CARTRIDGE TROST. 


Tue New York Herald says: ‘‘When ex-Gov. Wat- 
son C. Squire, of Washington Territory, who was 
for many yearsa member of the Remington firm, 
was asked a few days ago if he could give any infor- 
mation ubout the reported intention of the firearms 
makers to form a trust, he remarked: ‘A Gun Trust 
would not bea great step beyond the Cartridge 
Trust which has existed for many years, with the 
late Charles Taylor as the commissiover in this city. 
Mr. Taylor regulated the basis of prices of cart- 
ridges, and he undoubtedly has a successor.’ A re- 
cent advance of prices, accompanied by the adop- 
tion of rules not acceptable to Chicago dealers, bas 
led to the publication of a history of tbis cartridge 
‘combine’ in the Chicago Tribune, which said a few 
days ago: 

“*Every body, big or little, who uses a firearm has 
to pay tribute to this combination. As originally 
formed, it consisted of the Americau Metallic Cart- 
ridge Company, controlled by Merwin und Hulburt 
of New York; the United States Cartridge Company 
of Lowell, Mass., known in the trade, as the ‘Butler 
concern, from the fact thata son of Gen. Butler 
owns a controlling interest; the Union Metallic Car- 
tridge Company of Bridgeport, Conn., of which 
Marcellus Hartley, of Hartley and Graham, of 
New York is president; the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company of New Haven, of which W. W. 
Converse is president, and the Remiogton Arms 
Company of [lion, N. Y. Atthe present time the 
combination is composed of the four corporations 
first named.’ 

“Before the combiunation—which is an association 
and nota trust—was formed, some years ago, the 
Tribune says, the price of ‘twenty-two shorts, the 
basing unit of prices,’ was reduced to 60 cents per 
1,000. Upon the completion of the ‘combine’ the 
price was fixed at $20 for 20,000 net, andthe recent 
advance was to $24.75. The jobber is bound to sell 
no ammunition except that of the combination, and 
to sell only at the prices fixed by them. The com- 
missioner is said to be Augustus Gay lord. 

“There is alsoa Loaded Paper Shell Association, 
whose members are said to be the Winchestor Com- 
pany, the Atlantic Ammunition Association, and the’ 
Chamberlain Cartridge Company, all makers of 
loaded paper shells. An outsider bas recently gone 
into the business with anew machine. He was in- 
vited to join the ‘combine.’ At last accounts he had 
not come in, and his obstinacy was to be the subject 
of a conference of all the prominent manufacturers 
of fixed ammunition.”

Lrevt. JOHNSON, 10th Infantry, a member of the Cavalry 
and Intantry School, having absented himself from one of 
the prescribed roll calls, Gene~al McCook restricted bim to 
the limits or the post under conditions expressed in former 
orders—giving officers the privilege to leave the post only 
upon approval of application in writing—by post com- 
mander. Lieut. Jonnson, baving appealed from this de- 
cisiov through the proper chanvel to the Department Com- 
mander, the question was referred to the Judge. Advocate, 
who expressed his views as follows: “ The witbia applica- 
tion is made on the grounds that an ‘arbitrary and disci- 
plinary punishment’ has been inflicted on the applicant. In 
my opinion such has not been the case. A post commander 
bas undoubted right to speeify at what times and under 
what circumstances the officers of his command may leave 
his post. He may therefore, if he deems it necessary. re- 
quire every officer desiriug to leave the post to write an ap- 
plication for permission to do so; if in bis Judgmeot this is 
not requisite, he may permit them to absent themselves 
upon condition of registering, or upon receiving the per- 
mission of their comoany or troop commanders, or upon 
any other customary consideration. If, however, after 
having made any such concession, be finds that the officers 
of bis post are in any way neglecting their duties, he has not 
only aright, but it is strictly bis duty,to so modify tbe 
privilege granted as to insure a proper comcliance with 
existing orders and regulations. To this end be may require 
all officers derelict with respect to the same to formally 
apply for permission to leave the post. The deprivation of 
privileges, referred to in this communication, is due to the 
enforcement of a lawful military rezulation render d neces- 
sary by the peculiar circumstances connected with the dis- 
cipline of the Infantry and Cavalry Schvol. Such a rerula- 
tion is not without precedent, as a similar though much 
more severe one bas, in times past, been enforced at the

397. This being the case. the sergeants eecupy their 
intervals accordingly, observing also that when 
marching they are always between the one, 
except when in two or more ranks and faced to the 
rear. ‘They are then between the leaders of .the 
files which being reversed constitute the front rank, 
whatever their numbers as originally told off.

400. The company as skirmishers is formed in the 
same manner and manceuvred by the commands 
and according to the same principles already ex- 
plained, the only difference being that, as skirmish- 
ers, the frout is extended by opening intervals be- 
tween all the pumbera. 

A few additional movements will be found useful. 

401. As arule the guide for the line will be centre, 
and the plateons or wings may be wheeled to the 
right or left, to the front.or rear in opposite diree- 
tions prvoting on the centre, preserving the align- 
ment of the company, or, the wings may form an 
angle with each other. “ 

402. The interval between the men of a peny. 
unless otherwise designated, is that which “) give 
an extension of the line, covering the whelé front 
of the regiment or battalion of whiehit forms a 
part, or, eight times its own front. 

403. Usually the flank eompanies of a battalion 
are thrown out as skirmishers to the front: and they 
will take intervals to the right and left from the 
centre of each, consequently upon the skirmish line 
they will cover the battalion and be extended to the 
right and left a distance equal to half the front, the 
distance to the front being regulated by the eharac- 
ter of the ground and other. circumstances, seldem 
bezoee reach of prompt support.

416. Preparatory to a movement in advance or re- 
treat, the men should be cautioned to be ready for 
the signal, at which it is important all should move 
together. Attentive, watchful silence should be the 
rule uvon the picket line. or when feeling the posi- 
tion of the enemy as skirmishers, and nowhere will 
the fitness of an officer for command be more se- 
verely tried than in the management of skirmishers 
under fire, vovering the movements of a battalion. 

411. The compay may be thrown out as skirmish- 
ers, covering ground to the right, or left, or right

412. The left (or right, or centre) guide will march 
straight to the front, shortening the step sufficiently 
to enable the others to preserve the al gnment 
while the intervals are being opened.

415. All the numbers will face in the direction in- 
dicated and step off, the numbers nearest the point 
ot rest, balt in succession on gaining their intervals 
and face tothe front. the sergeants and chiefs of 
platoons correcting the intervals if necessary. 

416. Being deployed as skirmishers the company 
will be moved to the front, right, left or obliquely 
by the same commands as usual, the cautionary 
command of “skirmishers” indicating the nature 
of the duties and the rules governing. 

417. The arms will be carried at will, bayonets un- 
fixed, the alignment and intervals preserved as 
nearly as practicable, at the same time taking every 
reasonable advantage of cover for shelter ani con- 
cealment from the enemy. The groups or sets 
should, together, when necessary, occupy the best 
position on the ground covered by them, and should 
evupport each other to the last extremity, under the 
direction of No. 1. 

418. Skirmisbers will repeat commands and inter- 
pret bugle calls for those who may fail to hear or 
understand them, passing the word along the hve as 
they may be best able, never for a moment losing 
sight of the fact that itis their duty under the di- 
rection of their leaders to take the best possible care 
of themselves, at the same time damaging the 
enemy. 

419. To advance the left and at the same time re- 
fuse the right of a skirmish line, in other words, to 
cbange front to the right, pivoting on the centre, 
the command will be— 


1. Change front to the right. 2. Right wing rear. 3. 
MAROH. 


420. The chief of the first platoon will command— 
Right wing rear—Right wheel, while the chief of the 
second platoon will command—Left wing—Right 
wheel, both repeating the command of executiwwn.

431. The commands of the captain may. when ne 
cessary, be communicated to the chiefs of platoons 
through messengers, usually the musicians of the 
company, two of whom should always attend bim 
on the skirmish live. This mode of commanding 
should be thorougbly practiced. 

432. On the skirmish hne each captain commands 
his own company, no advantage being derived from 
the division organization, when the line 1s extended 
to cover the movements or position of the battalion. 
The captains should, however, always co-operate 
heartily under the guidance of the senior. 

433. Skirmishers may be deployed with greater or 
less then tbe usual interval, by interpolating the de- 
sired distancein the command. When it 1s less the 
designation “half or “ quarter’ should be used. 
When greater the interval should be specified in

484. Being already deployed the line may be ex- 
tended or thefront diminished as follows—

PART SECOND.—LES®0N II. 


438. The company operating alone, or beyond the 
reach of immediate support, will usually be formed 
in two lines, consisting of the platoons or wings. 

489. These may both be deployed as skirmishers, 
or the rear line retain its platoon formatiun as a 
rallying point in support of the first. The rule gov- 
erving the dictance between the lines of skirmisheis 
being the same as that of the company by platoons; 
that is, the full distance being equal to the front of 
the first line when deployed, whether the second 
live is deployed or not. 

440. The wing deployed, constituting a line, may 
be mancuvred in the same manver and by the 
rame commands as acompany. The sections pow 
becomiag wings under the command of their shiefs 
who take their places accordingly. 

41. The Ist lieutenant commanding the 2d section 
now becomes the left *“‘ wing” of tbe skirmishers. 
The 2a lieutenant commanding the 2d platoon asa 
support or vice versa. The captain takes post 
usually near the supporting platoon, but goes 
wherever bis presence may be required and directs 
the movements of both the line and supports. 

442. The bugiers attend the captain to act as mes- 
sengers, etc. 

The manceuvres of the company as skirmish- 
ersin two lines should be thoroughly practiced, as 
it is, in fact, the primary school of the battalion, a 
thorovgh acquaintance with which will enable an 
officer very readily to command the regiment. 


TITLE THIRD—THE REGIMENT. 
Part First—The Battalion. 


444. A regiment may be composed of any number 
of com ies, but the one provided for in this part 
of the Tactics is that consisting of ten companies 
and drawn up in one line. 

The regiment bas one colonel, one lieutenant 
colonel, one major, one adjutant and a sergeant 
major, or such other staff officers and non-commis- 
sioved staff officers as may be authorized by law. 

446. When drawn up in line, for the purposes of 
ae it is diyided into wings and divis- 

ons. 

447. Two vompanies constitute a division and two 
divisions a battalion proper, though this term isalso 
applied to any number of companies greater than 
two, as well as to the whole regiment. 

The wings are the right and left halves of a 
line that can be so divided. Jf an odd number of 
companies, the division falls on the leftof the 
centre comp3pDy. 

449. The colonel will take post in frontof the 
centre of the regiment. 

450. The heutenunt colonel in front of the centre 
ofthe right half or wiug, and the major in front of 
the left wing. ; 

451. Therule governing the distauces, being the 
sameas for company officers—that is, one-fourth 
the front of their respective commands or subdivis- 
ions, when in line; this being sometimes reduced 
when in colamn or in successive lines. 

The companies will be posted from right to 
left acvording to the rank of the vaptains, who will 
be so distributed along the hueas to give the seniors 
the command of the divisions and have associated 
with them the juniors of corresponding rank, and 
also to have the two highest in ravk in the more 
——. positions on the flanks. 

This will be effected by placing the first on 
the right, the second on tbe left, the thirdin the 
ventre or on the left of the right half or “wing,” the 
fourth one removed from the left centre and the 
fifth, two removed from the rightor third company 
in the line. Associated with these in the divisions 
will be the juniors of eepeeate rank. 
sixth witb the first, the seventh with the second, the 
eighth with the third, and so on. This arrangement 
is for any even number of companies. ; 

454. Foran odd number of companies, place the 
seniors in the same order asif for one rreater, and 
to one add half of this number for the associate of 
the firet capteiv; then fer the others add one half 
of one less than the number of companies present, 
te their numbers, for their associates ia tbe divis- 
ions, counting from the nght. This leaves the oad 
company on the-left without an associate, and con-

456. For the purposes of mancéuvre the companies 
and divisions are numbered from right to leftin line 
or from the head of the column, irrespective of the 
rank of the captains commanding them. The de- 
signation being changed when the line is faced to 
tbe rear or the column is left in front. 

457. The adjutant takes post to the right of the re- 
giment in line with the captains midway between it 
and the band, which is usually drawn up in four 
ranks, four yards to the rigbt, the front rank in pro- 
longation of the line of the regiment. 

The field music will form additional ranks in 
rear of the band. 

459, Tbe sergeant major is posted two yards to the 
left of the ment. 

460. The staff officers, except the adjutant, com- 
pany distance iu rear of the centre of the regiment, 
in line from right to left according to rauk. The 
pon-com missioned staff officers, except the sergeant 
major, in single rank, four yards to their rear. 
(Plate XXIL) 

The Regiment, Plate XXIV., fig. .—In live. 

461. In the School of the Battalion the colonel will 
act as the instructor, and will go wherever his pres- 
ence may berequired. In his absence bis place will be 
supplied by the lieut. colonel, and his again, by the 
major. All the field officers being absent, the bat- 
talion will be commanded by tbe senior captain, 
and so on through the whole sucvession in com- 
mand. 

462, All the captains should be practised in the com- 
mand of the battalion. For this purpose the colonel 
will in turn excuse the seviors from participation in 
the drill, so as to bring the command down to the 
juniors in succession. 

463. All the officers of a company being absent, the 
command of it will be given to the senior lieutenant 
present, and not commanding a company. 

464. In the absence of the captain and Ist lieutenant 
of accompany, the command of it may be given to 
the senior Ist lieutenant present and without a com- 
mand, it being always desirable to have at least two 
officers with a company and the command of it 
under one of experience. Thissbould not be con- 
strued, however, as giving an officer the right to 
claim the command of a company other than bis 
own, any more than he can place himself on duty 
by virtue of bis commission alone. 

The colors will be borne by the senior “ can- 
didate”’ present or such other non commissioned 
ofticer as may be designated by the colonel, and this 
honor sbould be regarded as a mark of bis special 
confidence and favor. They will be posted in the 
line of captains in the centre of the regiment. 

466. For the mavceuvres in this part of the school of 
the battalion ove field officer will be sufficient. 

467. To form the regiment, the adjutant will first 
place the band in position on the right of the in- 
tended line, or in the absence of a band or field 
music a marker to indicste the right. 

468. ‘The ** marker” will usually be a musiciap bear- 
ing a guidon. Thestaff held vertically in front of the 
centre of bis body when in position, and he will 
usually face down the intended line. 

469. The sergeant-major establishes a marker in 
position indicating the centre of the line and facing 
to the left. 

470. The adjutant will then draw hissword, at which 
signal the adjutant’s call will be sounded and the 
music commence, and the companies will march 
out, taking their places in the line in the order as 
previously explained. 

471. The centre company as it arrives at two yards 
from the marker will ve halted by its vaptain. The 
centre guide will step forward and place bis breast 
against the elbow of the marker. while toe other 
guides, in anticipation of the command, wil) place 
themselves on the line faving toward, and invert 
their pieces. The lett taking precedence in the align- 
ment, the right couforming to his position.

478. The other companies arriving near the line will 
be halted and their guides farthest from the centre 
place themselves promptly in line with the marker 
and guides Lt A in position, facing towards the 
point of rest and inverting their pieces. 

474. The captains will place themselves in the line 
of the preceding companies, and dress their own to- 
wards the centre, after which they will take their 
places in front of and facing them until the next is 
dressed, when they will bring them to the support 
arms and face to the front in succession. ’ 

475. The Sergeant Major will superiutend the align 
ment of the guides to the lett of the centre after 
which he will take his post 10 the left of theline. The 
Adjutant performing the same duty to theright. Af- 
ter which, seeing all the companies in line aud ata 
support arms, be will take bis post on the right, in 
the line of Captains and facing to the left, give 
the command—

The markers will take their posts, the centre 
passing through theinterval of the centre guide (who 
gives way to the rear,) will take post in the rear of 
the left file of the line.

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THE REVENUE MARINE AND NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tere has of late appeared in your coluwns, and 
in the columns of other papers throughout the 
country, a considerable amount ef discussion; as to 
the transfer of the Revenue Marive Service to the 
Navy, and it is rather amusing te notice the argu- 
ments which are advanced by the advocates of the 
transfer. With singular unanimity these gentlemen 
agree that the principal reasons why the transfer 
should take place, are that the promotion of officers 
would be quickened, their pay increased, and the 
coveted ease of the Retired list of the Navy guaran- 
teed them in their old age. The questions as to 
whether the affairs of the service would be better 
ad ministered, its efficiency as a service :ncreased, or 
the cost of its maintenance decreased, all of which 
are of some importance in the consideration of the 
matter by Congress, are either treated as irrelevant 
or altogether ignored. 

There can be no doubt in the mind of any unpre- 
judiced person that the Revenue Marine is sadly in 
need of some sort of legislation which will free the 
roster of those members of the service who have 
grown old and incapable of performing active 
duty. It is of vat more importance that these 
old gentlemen should be cared for by Government, 
and the way cleared for the advancement and pro- 
motion of otbers, whose hair has grown gray iu the 
arduous duty of the service, than that either Pa- 
TLENCR’s pay should advance with such rapidity us 
to prevent the awful dizaster to the Government 
which would follow his resignation, which he darkly 
threatens will take place unless some change is 
made, or that places should be found in the Revenue 
Marine for those — gentlemen, who have been 
adjudged unfit to become officers of the Nuvy. The 
bill introduced in the present sessiou of Congress by 
Mr. Guenther, of Wisconsin, providing for the ecrea- 
tion of three post captains and one chief engineer, 
with the rank of captain, aud for the extension o 
the provisions of the Army longevity pay sections 
of the Revised Statutes, to the officers of the Reve- 
nue Murine, would, if passed, tly relieve the 
service. There is no reason why it should not pass, 
and if it fails, it is more than probable that lack of 
iuterest on the part of the officers, more than un- 
willinguess on the part of Congress to help the ser- 
vice, will be the cause. 

It has been the potter of the Government for over 
100 years to keep the Revenue Marine and the Navy 
uader different administrative departments. But io 
order to provide for sudden contingencies whereby 
the two Services would be more effective if united 
the right is expressly reserved for the President to 
transfer the Revenue Marine to the Navy at any 
time, There already exists sufficient legisiation on 
the subject. The Servire already forms a well or- 
gavized, well disciplined and efficient Naval Reserve 
and any further legislation would, in my opinion, be 
a dangerous and unvecessary experiment. 

So fur as the Revenue Marine cadet system is con- 
ceroed, 1 would say that it has demonstrated by the 
incontrovertible logic of facts that it is capable of 
taroing out officers whose qualifications are fully 
equal (I will not be severe) to tho3e of the young 
gentlemen whose services bave been fouud after 
eareful cousideration by a Board of Examiners as 
unnecessary for the maintenance of the Navy. Aod 
I beg leave to refute the statement made by one of 
your contributors some weeks since, that owing to 
the improper method of instruction on board the 
Chase the number of cadets who failed exceeded 
the number who parsed successful examinations. 
The schoolships Dobbin and Chase have together 
been in commission 11 vears, duricg which time 59 
cadets have beeu appointed. Out of this number 
one was found to be color biiad and asked to resign, 
one deserted and only two have Leena dismissed on 
account of failureto pass the examinations. Ao 
other correspondent, witu more precipitancy than 
ioformation, states that when a cadet fails he is dis- 
m witb a year’s pay “ thereby causing great ex- 
pense to the Government.” The shortest way to dis- 

of this is to state at once thatitis uotrue, [nu 
he case of Cadet Drew, of .tbe class of 80, who was 
found volor blind after successfully passing his final 
examivation in Washington and whose resiznation 
Was requested, one years pay was allowed him sim- 
ply because through no fault of his own his eyed 
ad pot been tested when euteriag the Service. It is 
not just to draw from this one case—and one which 
will never occur again probably—the conclusion 
that all failures are treated in this way. 

I cannot gee why cadets of the Naval Academy, 
who after a fair and oqeeee competition with their 
classmates, have failed to secure a commission in 
the Navy should be accounted eligible for appoint- 
mentas officers of the Revenue Murine. A third 
lieutenant of the latter Servive by law ranks with 
aod next afver ensignsin the Navy. Now it seemsa 
trifle inconsistent to appoiut from those who have 
failed to keep up with the rest at Anovapolis, third 
heutenants 1n the Revenue Marine whose pay aud 
rank will place them on an equality with the men 
who have fairly beaten them at the Nuval Acad- 
emy. If graduates of Annapolis are to be appointed 
to the Revenue Marine, the selection should be made 
from those on the list next after those who are ap- 
Pointed to the line of the Navy. Any otber method 
would be munitestly uojust to both branches of the 
Service. The suggestion that what has been found 
unfit material for the Navy is amply enough 

‘or the Reveuue Marine, is so evidently character- 
istic of an ignorant and prejudiced mund that it is 
as uoworthy of notice. Very resp ect-

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TRANSFERS FROM THE INFANTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As the result of conselidation in the Army in 1870 
the cavalry arm of the Service received from the in- 
fautry arm three colonels, two Hieutensut colonels, 
five majors, thirty-three captains, thirty-four Ist 
lieutenants, and six 24 lieutenants. Section 12 of 
the act approved July 15, 1870, says : “The President 
is authorized to trausfer officers from the regiments 
of cavairy, artillery, and infan to the list of su- 
peroumerares, and all vacao now existing 
or which may occur prior to the Ist of January next 
in the cavalry, artillery, or infantry by reason of 
such transfer or from other causes shall be filled in 
due proportion by the supernumerary officers hav- 
ipg reference to rank, seviority, fitness, as re- 
quired in existang law regulating promotions in the 


Army. 

Although this law uired that vacancies in the 
cavairy arm should be filied from the list of super- 
pumeraries. there were three colonels, eight cap- 
tains, and five Ist lieutenants transferred directly 
from duty in infantry regiments to vacancies in the 
va . Agaia, the law required that vacancies 
should be filled in due proportion, haviog reference 
to rank, seniority,and fitness; and paragraph 31, 
Regulations, 1863 ,par. 63 present Regulations), was 
in force, providing that an officer shall not be trans- 
ferred from one regiment or corps to another with 
prejudice to the rank of any officer of the regiment 
or corps to which he is transferred. 

Nevertheless these men—three colonels, the second 
ranking lieutenant colonel, seven senior captains, 
the senior 1st lieutevants in six cavalry regiments— 
were transferred from the infantry. Consequently 
promotion for more than five years was almost en- 
tirely confined to the officers transferred from the 
infantry. From 1870 to July, 1876, there was just 
ove promotion to or in the grade of field officer of 
vavairy tbat did not go to a man from the infantry, 
and during this time there were in theinfaniry nine 
promotions to the grade of colonel, thirteen to lieu- 
tenant colonel, thirteen to major—ia all thirty five 
promotions among iofantry field officers. Thecom- 
manders of the cavalry corps and others who had 
served with credit in the cavairy were placcd below 
eave who had never identified themselves with 

be arm. 

Bills now before Congress provide that vacancies 
shall be filled by promotion in the infantry arm. 
This would promote second heutenants of the date 
of 1884, while there are now in the cavalry second 
lieutenants of date of 1877. 

It would zeem but justice that all officers trans- 
ferred from the infantry in i870 should be returned 
to that arm of tbe Service, where it can be done 
without loss of rank by filling original vacancies.

PAY AND PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY, 

Navy officers in and’ around Washington are 
showing more than ordinary activity lately in pro- 
moting legislation affecting the pay and personnel 
of the Navy. The line officers have had several 
Harry | Schemes for increase of pay formulated, and appar- 
. | ently in shape to present in Congress, but in each 
instance opposition has developed, and to avoid a 
contest in Congress the committee in charge very 
wisely concluded to postpone the presentation of 
-bills until some’scheme might be devised to meet 
the views of all grades and factions. As an effort 
in that direction, it is proposed to ask for the pass- 
age of a bill reorganising.the personnel of the

The bill to increase the pay of Ensigns was again 
under consideration before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs on Tuesday, but was not acted upon, 
and probably will not’ be for some weeks, as the 
committee seems inclined to go thoroughly into the 
subject of pay for all grades.and branches of the 
Navy before taking any action on the subject. The 
old difficulty arises, and that is the want of agree- 
ment; between the line and staff, which makes it 
doubtful whether anything will be done. Aside 
from this, the bill on behalf of the ensigns would 
pass upon its merits. A - paper was submit- 
ted to the committee instituting a comparison be- 
tween the pay of the line and the. engineer corps 
in the lower grades; the result was a proposition 
on the part of some mémbers of the Naval Commit- 
’ | tee to equalize the pay by raising that of. the line 
and ¢utting down that of thestaff. This naturally 
brought the engineers to ‘the front. Papers and 
letters of comparison ‘were presented in great num- 
her to show the differences of pay, so the committee 
have called a halt and wif] have the papers printed 
before going farther. One of the moet exhaustive 
statements on the subject’ is that prepared by P. A. 
Engr. Asa M. Mattice. It is made up of tables and 
diagrams showing by several different. methods of 
comparison the difference'between the pay-of line 
officers and engineers, the endeavor being to show 
that the former have the adgantage in pily.’ ‘The 


date of entry into the Service is assumed to be the 
date of graduation. In the case of engineers who 
‘were not graduated at the Naval Academy, the ac- 
tual date of entry into the Service is used. - In the 
case of the few higher line officers who were not 
graduated at the Naval Academy, but who were 
educated for their profession at Government ex- 
pense as midshipmen on board ship, four years have 
beea deducted from the length of service, counted 
from date of actual entry, to put them on a par 
with graduates. 

Estimating in this way, the tables of Mr. Mattice 
shows that 122 engineers received from $100 to 
$1,600 less sea pay per annum than line officers of 
the same length of service; 68 engineers receive 
from $200 to $700 more sea pay per annum than 
line officers of the same length of service; 20 engi- 
neers receive the same sea pay as line officers of the 
same length of service. Pairing each encineer off 
with a line officer of the same length of service, the 
average sea pay received by the engineers is $100.12 
less per aunum than that received by the line officers. 

We give here the text of the bill proposed, by the 
line officers of the Navy, which is referred to above.

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It is to be hoped that Congress will take prompt 
and favorable action on the resolution recently in- 
troduced authorizing the publication of the history 
of ‘The Treasury of the Confederate States,” com- 
piled by Mr. R. P. Thian, chief clerk of the Adju- 
tant General's office. The historical value of this 
work is great. It is nothing less than a fall and 
autbentic history of the financial affairs of the 
Southern Confederacy—a story of the purse—form- 
ing an invaluable supplement to the history of the 
sword. The work is the result of over twelve years’ 
hard labor on the part of the compiler and was de- 
rived mainly from the official records, which were 
collected and sent to the War Department, and are 
knowp as the ‘ Rebel Archives.” Many gaps, 
arising from incompleteness in the official records, 





have been filled up by correspondence aud other- 


wise on the part of Mr. Thian. The entire work, it 
is estimated, will comprise ten volumes, octavo, of 
some 700 pages each. It covers full ‘‘ Extracts 
from the Journals of the Provisional Congress and 
of the First and Second Congresses of the Uonfede- 
rate States of America on Legislation affecting 
Finance, Revenue, and Commerce;” ‘‘ Public and 
Secret Laws of the Oonfederate States of America 
affecting Finance, Revenue, and Commerce;” ‘' Re- 
ports of the Secretary of the Treasury of the Con- 
federate States of America;’’ ‘* Miscellaneous Papers 
concerning the Financial and Commercial Measures 
of the Confederate States of America, embracing 
Governors’ Messages, Resolves of Legislatures, ard 
General Correspondence;” ‘‘ The Spirit of the Press: 
or, Editorials, Communications, etc., on the Fingan- 
cial and Commercial Measures of the Confederate 
States of America.” Mr. Thian has also’ compiled 
an exceedingly interesting documentary history, 
with illustrations, of the Flag and Seal of the Con- 
federate States. This contains ‘Extracts from the 
Journal of the Confederate Congress on legislation 
affecting the Flag and Seal,” with 11 full’ page de- 
signs; ‘‘Correspondence enclosing designs ‘for a 
Flag and Seal,” with 191 full-page designs; ‘‘ Edi- 
torials, communications, poetry, etc., relating to 
the Confederate Flag and Seal,” with 29 full-page 
designs.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL J. L. Brooms, U. 8. Marine 
Corps, who will be retired from activeservice March 
8, has a record of service dating from January 12, 
1848, of which he has good reason to be proud. It is 
not our purpose to recite all the particulars of his 
active military career, but there are one or two occa- 
sions which seem worthy of special notice. Colonel 
Broome was, during the war with Mexico, appointed 
Adjutant, Second Marine Battahon; at Laguna, 
Mexico, on the recommendation of the late Colonel 
J. G. Reynolds, who wrote to Colonel Samuel Miller, 
of the Marine Corps, under date of August 9, 1848, 


as follows: 

Lieutenant Broome, while serving with Meab Alvarado, 
came under my particu observation, and when the de- 
tachment under Captain a wus sent to Laguna, I re- 
commended Mr. Broome ost suitable officer for the 
office of adjutant; his quali Artroh therefore, are fully 
presented you. 

In 1849, while in charge of the steamer Wew Or- 
leans, seized by the United States for engaging in a 
filibustering expedition, Commander Joshua R. 


Sands wrote to Lieutenant Broome officially, under 


- | date of September 10, 1849, as follows: 


I hope for to-night you will get along comfortably and 
without annoyance, and expect in the morn & more agree- 

able state of things. Iam also instructed by Commander 
McKeever to say, that he is very much pleased with ycur 
conduct threug' out. 


In 1858, Commander Hoff in an official letter con- 
gratulated him on the settlement to a fraction of 


his official accounts and said : 


This result has alone been effected by that constant watch- 
fulness, which I was even pleased to notice in the smallest 
item connected with the money affairs of the Government, 
and I truly trust that you may al s be moving on the 
pons ar yh ener of lucrative and agreea ple employmevt asa 

reward, should these “ pi piping times of peace” prevent your 
obtaining it in a more grateful way. 


At Forts Jackson and Philip and at New Orleans 
in April, 1862, he rendered gallant service and Rear 
Admiral Theodorus Bailey wrote: ‘‘ The part you 
took on that memorable occasion will ever grace the 
history of the U. 8. Marine Corps, and will ever be 
the pride of your brother officers.” He was wounded 
twice at Vicksburg, the second time severely, *‘but 
remained on deck at his post until the termination 
of the engagements.” These instances of fidelity 
and bravery could be multiplied, but we will give 
but one more:

In a recent article on ‘‘ Official Spies,” the New 
York Times refers to the enormous mass of infor- 
mation concerning savage or comparatively un- 
known countries which is to be found in the intelli- 
gence department of the British War Office. Thus 


Nile expedition all but faultless, and the maps pre- 
pared for use in the Zulu and other African cam- 
paigns left little to be desired. The French are} 
believed to have developed an intelligence depart- 
ment which fairly rivals that of Berlin. But the 
French staff are virtually uneducated in the science, 
of war. The blunders made in the recent partial, 
mobilization were of just the same sort as those 
made in 1870. Much was trusted to ‘‘luck,” which 
is being more and more eliminated from the caases 
of success or failure in great campaigns. The best 
organized intelligence department in the world is 
that of the German staff which occupies a fine block 
of buildings built and paid for out of the French 
indemnity, and is a marvel of systematic arrange- 
ment. Here are tobe found plans perfected down 

to the last detail for utilizing the gigantic forces of 
the Empire in whatever part of the world they can 

ever come to.be handled. They have been drafted 

in the first instance as exercises in military staff 

work; they have then been reyised by high author- 

ity, touched up by the highest authority, and, being 

from time to time amended as information is re- 

ceived, remain ready tothe hands of those whomay 

at any time be called upon to execute the task which 

their framera had in view. These plans are sup 

te inelude schemes for the invasion of the Uni 


States, England, Ohina, Brazil, Italy, Portugal, 





Mindustan, Australia or Persia, as well as 





the maps of the Bayuda Desert were in the recent; 
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with which Germany is more immediately con- 
cerned. The German and Russian staff maps, 
which are about equally good, both appear to be 
inferior to the Austrian army maps. These show 
every road and bridle path and the most insignifi- 
cant villages, every little stream, wood, hill and 
height. The scale is shown in kilometres—80 kilo- 
metres, 40,000 paces. These maps are freely sold 
ata very cheap rate ; that is, 60 kreutzers, or 82 
cents, nominally, and 25 cents really, per sheet, 
plain ; 70 kreutzers colored, each sheet covering 
about 16 by 19 inches. 








THe police authorities of New York are no 
favorably disposed toward arming their force with 
muskets, believing that they can more safely rely 
upon the locust club which the men are familiar 
with. Jt is obvious that if the men are to be pro- 
vided with firearms without being taught their use 
their efficiency will not be increased. This is the 
case in Chicago, where the police were about ten 
years ago provided with $15,000 worth of Spring- 
field rifles at the expense of the Citizen Association. 
These, with the addition of 850 rifles obtained from 
other sources, have furnished the force of eleven 
hundred police with arms. But they have no train- 
ing in their use. A writer in a Chicago paper, who 
calls attention to this fact, says: ‘‘It is entirely 
practicable to attain the necessary proficiency. It 
is an error to suppose that unless a fully-equipped 
rifle range admitting of practice at 200 yards or 
more is provided no progress can be made in rifle 
instruction. The most obstinate form of error is 
that which consists in correct principles misapplied. 
The essential principles of shooting can be acquired 
under cover. It is a question to-day whether to the 
majority of policemen the discharge of their rifles 
would not be more dangerous at the breech than at 
the muzzle. Supt. Ebersold used to hold that in a 
conflict policemen must, first of all, use their clubs. 
He further believed that a shotgun was a better 
weapon for a policeman than any rifle carrying the 
deadly single ball. Mr. Ebersold would not be 
afraid to let any one of a hundred of his own ex- 
subordinates fire at him with his rifle at a distance 
of 500 yards. This confession carries its own com- 
mentary. Circumstances might arise in-whivh this 
inability on the part of policemen would work very 
seriously, and especially if confronted by men 
skilled at all in the use of long-range weapons.” 








A NOVEL suggestion on the subject of night at- 
tacks was made in a lecture, on this subject, deliv- 
ered before the English Royal United Service Insti- 
tution by Captain Johnson, R. A. He proposes to 
make use of luminous paint to enable an attacking 
force to read their compasses and maps, to get their 
direction, to distinguish each other on the march, 
so as to keep together and avoid confusion. In an 
experiment tried with this means of illumination a 
column was set in motion at night for fixed point, 
indicated by a wooden post set ona hillside. The 
needle and north point of the compass were touched 
with the paint. This bearing was marked on the 
card or on the outside of the glass of the compass 
by means of a thin strip of luminous paper attached 
by gum—or better, by a piece of elastic over the 
button of the compass. On .a particularly dark 
night a dozen officers each represented the guide 
for acolumn. This was supposed to be advancing 
in colamn at deploying interval, so the guides were 
started at a considerable interval, quite out of sight 


_and hearing of one another, and. this required,each 


to have a separate bearing on the given powt, The 
result of this experiment was that all the guides of 
the several columns arrived at the post at the given 
time, the majority hitting it off exactly, and no one 
being more than 40 yards out. In this particular 
case, the bearings and distances were given so that 


| no guide might derive any advantage from previous 
-knowledge. Oaptain Johnson said: ‘:In order to hit 


off the time, it is requisite to haye a watch with the 
hands and hours painted. The next purpose for 
which the new illuminant was employed was to

This sketch must be 
made on thin tissue paper, that known as vegeta- 
ble tissue paper being by far the best. The roads must 
be delineated by thick black lines, and all printing 
be in large block capitals. This sketch, when in use, 
is:placed over a sheet of cardboard or piece of tin 
previously prepared with luminous paint, and it 
was found that on the darkest night—in fact, the 
darker the better—it could be easily read. This ex- 
periment was conducted in an intricate part of the 
country, and in no case did a guide fail to find the 
way. ” 








Unver date of February 18, 1888, Secretary 
Whitney has issued a book, ‘‘ Estimates of Supplies 
Required for the use of Bureau of —— at Navy-yard 
—— for the Fiscal Year to end June 30, 1889,” 
for the instruction of the various Bureau Chiefs 
relative to the purchase of stores and material for 
the Navy. It comprises a volume of 182 pages, 
ruled and arranged for showing—First. The Bureau 
estimate of the total quantity required of each item, 
regardless of stock on hand im store; Second. The 
total quantity in store (pertaining to all Bureaus) 
of each item of supplies against which there is an 
entry in any schedule under the first head; and 
Third. The quantity of each item approved by the 
Chief of the Bureau interested, as proper for the 
needs of the yard or station. The items are ar- 
ranged in classes, from class 1 (ammunition) to 
class 81 (wooden and willow ware). A glace 
through this volume gives an idea of the require- 
ments of a naval establishment, though observers 
not familiar with naval terminology would be some- 
what at loss as to the meaning of some of the items. 
For example, under class 22a, p, 26, are found 
‘* Scouse kettles ” and ‘‘ Tormeuters.” The scientific 
wants of the Service are indicated by such instru- 
ments as ‘‘ Ektropometers,” class 26, p. 36, while on 
page 40, under class 28, are to be found ‘‘ Cornets” 
and *‘ Turkish Cymbals.” Among the items under 
‘* Miscellaneous Stores,” class 39e, p. 61, is ‘‘ sour 
flour,” ‘‘ mules,” ‘‘ molasses,”: ‘‘ oyster shells,” 
** safes,” ‘* soft soap” (an article in extensive use 
among officers seeking desirable assignments) and 
**starch.” Among the curiosities of class 53, p. 
82, are to be found ‘‘ Albany grease,” ‘‘ Synovial 
oil,” ‘“* Navy lubricant” and ‘‘ Mecca oil.” Of oils 
alone under this item, no fewer than seventeen are 
enumerated, including castor, clock, crane, cylinder, 
fish, lard, lubricating, electrical machine, Mecca, 
mineral, neats-foot, olive, paraffine, erude petro- 
leam, sperm, Synovial and valve. Class 61, p. 88, 
also calls for hoof-ointment. One item in class 69, 
p. 102, is somewhat unusual, being no less than 
** Euphroes,” followed by ‘‘arpoons” and ‘‘ holy- 
stones.” This same class also provides for ‘‘ Squil- 
gees,” handled and otherwise. The last noticeable 
item in the book comes under the head of ‘‘ Tools 
~—Miscellaneous,” class 75d, p. 128, *‘ Emery-Ag- 
gravators.” 

Ovr neighbor of the London “ ‘Avny and Navy 
Gazette” is disturbed because in Bismarck’s great 
speech before the Reichstag there is no mention of 
England. It says: ‘‘ We are ‘left out in the 
cold.’ ‘Where the heat is so great, it is a pleasant 
penalty to pay for an insular position, and for 
purely maritime preponderance. But after all, 
Great Britain had something to say to the Treaty 
of Berlin—it may be that she had a good deal to 

say to the’ non-fulfilment and execution of the 
Treaty of San Stefano. Whatever way we turn the 
Chancellor’s programme—view it as we may—there 
is a demand for money and for men ‘behind and 
before it, and it 1s difficult to believe that ‘ peace’ 
lies ‘under it after all. That the general opinion in 
Europe is that the risk of war ‘is much diminished, 
and that the prospects of the maintenance of the 
present armed peace are brightened materially by 
the ‘speech, 1s proved’ by the general rise in public 
securities in all the Bourses, and by the tone of the 
‘press—littte as Bismarck cares for that indication— 
in every capital on the Continent.’ Some people 
think that if Russia and France ‘find Germany, Aus- 
tria and Italy too hard a nut’to crack; they may 
pace: to rend Great Britain out of sheer 
they would then have their’ work 
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cut out for them; but while in the former case 
there might be,.as Prince Bismarck says, ‘ 
trouble in deciding as to what they had been fight- 
ing for,’ in the latter there would be none, and pos- 
sibly pickings thrown in for the ‘ benevolent neu- 
trals.’ It is well, then, for us to keep our eyes 
open to scraps of news like the following: ‘ An 
increase of the French forces in Tonquin has been 
decided upon, and four more vessels are to be sent 
into Chinese waters.’ ‘Russia, has commenced to 
make great efforts to strengthen her position in the 
Pacific, and the garrisons have been increased. It 
is intended to proceed as soon as possible with the 
construction of a strategical railway from Vladi- 
vostock to the interior of Siberia, and this spring 
the Russian Pacific squadron will receive important 
reinforcements, which will bring its strength above 
that of the British squadron in Cunaes and Pacific 
waters.’ ” 








Tue Court of Olaims in decision rendered Monday 
last overruled the action of the accounting officers of 
the Treasury in disallowing the claim of Surgeon J. 
8. Billings, U. S. A., for mileage, while travelling 
in Europe under orders of the Secretary of War. 
The claim, which amounted to $2,185, was, as pre- 
viously stated, disallowed on the ground that 
there was no legal authority for the expense, ex- 
Comptroller Maynard making the ruling. By this 
decision of the court the Secretary of War as well as 
Surgeon Billings score a victory, as this case deter- 
mines the question as to the right of an accounting 
of—cer to overrule the Secretary of War in matters 
of public interests relating to the administration of 
the affairs of his department. The court held that 
the Secretary had ample authority in the premises 
and that the accounting officer had.no right to in- 
terfere. This is sound common sense as well as good 
law and the only wonder is that it should ever have 
been questioned. It is reported of one accounting 
officer that he went so far as to overrule the Presi- 
dent, but he was soon informed that if he had au- 
thority to disallow an account the Chief Execu- 
tive had equal authority to remove a Treasury 
official, andthat this right was certain to be exer- 
cised if the decision stood. It was not insisted upon. 








Lorp WoLsELEy has been astonishing England 
with the statement that the United States, with an 
effective force of but 25,000 men, pays £17,000,000 
per annum as pensions to officers and men of the 
land forces while the British non-effeetive rate 
amounts to £3,000,000 for the army. The statement 
conveys the misleading impression that we spend 
$85,000,000 a year on an establishment of 25,000 
men, or $3,400 a head for officers and men. The 
Army and Navy Gazette takes occasion, therefore, 
to explain that the enormous amcunt appropriated 
for the pensions of military men in the United States 
is due to the claims—admitted with the greatest 
promptitude and liberality—of the soldiers, includ- 
ing, of course, all volunteers and militia who fought 
for the Union in 1861-64, and of the families of sol- 
diers killed or disabled in the war and subsequently. 








WE commend to the attention of our ordnance 
officers the following statement which appears in 
Broad Arrow : ‘‘It is reported that several of the 
9.2 inch guns of 22 tons weight and upwards have 
recently failed during proof at the Royal Arsenal 
butts, from splitting their tubes or jackets under 
the ordeal, and we hear that a 12-pounder was de- 
stroyed a few weeks since. These failures, if true, 
and the recent bursting of a 10-inch 88-ton gun, 
seem to denote either that the mode of construction, 
the steel used or the system of rifling is in fault. 
We certainly think that these serious mishaps to our 
new breechloading guns call for searching inquiry 
before proceeding further with the present costly 
reconstruction of our weapons.” The letter which 
Herr Fried Krupp, of the Essen Steel Works, this 
week addresses to the Editor of the JouRnNAL is of 
interest in this connection. 








A LONDON correspondent, a strong admirer of the 
‘new British rifle, writes : ‘‘ The rifle is lighterand 
has a smaller bore than the Martini-Henry: Its 
magazine, though not detachable, need not be used 
‘on'ordinary occasions.

Captain J. G. Batuanog, U. 8. A., Judge Advo- 
cate, Department of Texas, has rendered good ser- 
vice to the Army by explaining at lengih the method 
for taking depositions to be used as evidence before 
Courts-martial, based on the laws, decisions, regu- 
lations and orders. General Stanley has published 
this valuable compilation in General Orders 2 of this 
year’s series, from the headquarters Department of 
Texas. 








In a letter tothe N. Y. Herald R. R. Stevenson, 
M. D., the senior surgeon of General Breckinoriage’s 
(Kentucky) Brigade, on duty with bis command on 
the field in the battle of Shiloh on the 6th aud 7th 
days of April, 1862, says: ‘‘The remark by both 
Northern and Southern bistorians on this battle,'that 
the ‘surprise of the Federals was complete and un- 
questionable, and their commanders sought in vain 
to excuse themselves,’ is true. The first day of the 
battle was a victory for the Confederates, and Gen- 
eral Johnston had no occasion to rally a ‘badly 
whipped line’ on that day. This might have been 
the case on the second day of the second 
battle, afier General Grant's reinforcements 
came up, but not on the first day of the bat- 
tle when General Johnston was killed.” General 
Grant, in his conversations, page 468, volume Zz, of 
“Around the World with General Grant,” sayz, on 
the contrary, of Gen. Johnston: “if he had goue 
to the rear, and bad his wound attended to he might 
have lived. Ifhe had noanxiety about his army, to 
see if it was victorious, there could be no reason 
why he should not go to the rear. Rut the battle was 
so pressing that he could not leave his command, 
and so he bled to death. All he could do for the bat- 
tle of Shiloh was douébefore he was killed—the bat- 
tle was out of his hands and out of that of his army. 
What won the battle of Shiloh was the courage and 
endurance of our own soldiers.”

Into that pit in St. Margaret’s Churchysrd 
their bodies were flung 227 years ago, by ‘the mean- 
est act of revenge upon the dead which ever dis- 
graced an English King and an English Parliament, 
And no honor has ever since been shown to the man 
whose splendid courage held Portugaland France 

d Spain in awe, who chastised the pirates of 

unis, who defended England against the fleets of 
Van Tromp and De Ruyter and De Witt, and who 
died on his way home from that great victory at 
Sante Cruz, in which be attacked ana destroyed the 
Spanish fleet after deeds unsurpassed even by Gren- 
ville or by Nelson.” 








[rt appears that Mr. D. M. Metford, the inventor 
of the pneumatic dynamite gun, does not approve 
of Captain Zalinski’s departures from the origioal 
pattern as devised by him.

Carry—ARMS, 
GENERAL RULES. 


478. When a change of front or formation is made 
from a halt, the change being effected, the battalion 
comes to a halt. Whenon the march, the marob 
will be continued unless otherwise indicated. 

479. When in manceuvres on the march, accelerated 
movement is required in parts of the battalion, it 
will be provided for in the commands for the suh- 
divisions involved. 

480. Unless slow or quick time is indicated—it is al- 
wavs understood that the movement will be in 
common time. 

481. Tbe movements as described will be executed 
in common time and they should be so first taugebt, 
after ~hich they may be executei in quick time. 
The instructor exercising his judgment as to which 
are best adapted for it: Remembering that as some 
manoeuvres when executed in common time require 
accelerated movement in parts of the command. 
This in quick time necessitates a run and is apt to 
create confusion. 

482. When marching in line or column of sub- 
divisions the guide will generally be centre; always 
unless otherwise indicated. 

483. When marching, before forming line, from 
column of divisions and companies the com- 
mand, Left (or ht) guides cover, should be 
given, following which at the appropriate com- 
mand, the subdivisions wheel, as if from a 
halt. At tbis command, for which the guides 
balt and carefully covering, invert their pieces. 
The companies may then be dressed towards the 
former head of the column, in the same manner 
as if it were a successive formation. On completing 
the wheels in the above the march can, of course, be 
continued by the appropriate commands, the same 
as if from a halt. 

484. Guides in column, do not necessarily cover, 
unl: ss so ordered, but each follows accurately in the 
traces and carefully preserves the proper distance 
frem the one preceding bim. 

485. When the guide is centre, or a change of front 
is made towards the side of the guide, it is always 
effected by the turu. 

486. ln all formations where the companies arrive 
upon the Jine and halt in succession, the marker is 
posted and the guides come out and the formation 
is termipated by the adjutant giving the command— 
Gutdes—Pposts. 

487. The sword, besides being a weapon, is also a 
badge of office, and drawing it is the signal that the 
officer assumes command. 

488. The regiment in live will be formed in column 
(of files) to the right, orleftin thesame manver and by 
ibe same commends as fora company, and it may be 
fermed in twoor more columus from the right or 
left to the front wr rear of the subdivisions by the 
same commands using the cautionary command 
+ divisions or companies. 

. The regiment in column (of files) will be 
moved to the front, right, lett, rear and obliques 
by the same commands and in the same man- 
ner as explained for a company. To change 
direction the command will be the same as 
for a company—repeated by the captain of the 
vompany leadingin the movement, the other com- 
panies following and changing direction on thesame 
ground without special command from their respec- 
tive captains.

490. The regiment in column (of files), right or left, 
in front wiil be formed in line to the right or left by 
the same commands and in the same manner as a 
company.

529. A regiment of any number of companies may 
be formed in two-or more lives and manouvred ac- 
cording to the same general principles explained for 
a singleline. It may be formed in two lines from sin- 
gieline—the companies ited‘as already prescribed, 
4 it may be drawn up in two or more lines origin- 
aliv. 

580. When it is to be manceuvred in three lines the 
regiment will first be divided into as many ‘“bat- 
talions.” and the companies posted as follows: 

531. The senior captain on the right of the first bat- 
talion, the second on the right of the second. The 
third on the right of the third, the fourth on the 
left of the first, the fifth on the left of the second, 
apd so on. 

682. The number of battalions into which a regi- 
ment is divided for manceuvre will generally be de- 
termined by the number of field officers in the 
organization, and for actual service should be manh- 
cenvred in at least two lines. 

533. A regiment of ten companies wil! usually be 
mancuvred in two lines. the wings constituting the 
lines. ._ While tbat of twelve companies or any even 
number a wultiple of three, may be either man- 


convred by wings in two lines, or divided into bat- 


talicns and formed 1n is. lines. 

534. The designation frst, second or third battalion 
does not refer to their relative positions, which will 
frequentiv change, but remains always the same. 
The first battalion, sometimes comprising the second 
or third line end so on, while each retains its orig- 
inal designation, whatever the position it may tem- 
porarily occupy. y ' 

535. A regiment of teu companies will usually be 
first drawn up in single line, the eompanies posted as 
already explaived in the first part of the School of the 
Battalion, and afterwards in two lines by 
apvropriate commands. In this case the wings com- 
pose the lines and retain their desi¢nations of right 
and left wings, whatever their positions may be-

LESSON II. 


545. The regiment being first divided into three bat- 
talions may be drawn up iu as many lines, at full or 
balf distance, or in close order, as may desired, 
each battalion baving a chief and an adjutant, the 
regimental adjutant superintending the formation 
of the first battalion. 

546. The first battalion being commanded by the 
lieutenant colonel, the third by the first major, the 
second by the second major, the third major acting 
as chief of staff being in rear of the regiment; the 
staff officers, except the adjutant, on his left, ac- 
cording to rank; the non-commissioned staff officers, 
except the sergesnt major, in single rank four yards 
iu their rear. The sergeant major takes post on the 
left of the tbird or rear live. 

£47. The colonel isin front of the first line in the 
centre, the heutenant colonel ia front of the right 
half of the first battalion, tbe first major in front of 
the left half of the third battalion, the second major 
in front of the centre of the second battalion. 

The colors in the line of captains in the centre of 
the second line. (Plate XXXVI.) 

548. In the advance and manceuvring in two or 
more lines the formation will usually be in four 
ranks, open order. The first line, however, will be 
generally bruught into single rank on coming toa 
bait, the otbers acting as supports usually remain- 
ing ia four ranks, open or close order. 

549 1 the movements prescribed for the single 
line formation are reaoily executed in two or more 
lines by each in turn or in concert, as the case may 
be. The lime leading in the movement being the 
basis for the manoouvre, the others conform to its 
movement or position. 

550. Tne rule as to distances of officers, subdivisions, 
etc.. for a single live applies throughout the work. 

551. The regiment iv two or more lines will be 
formed in column or columns of divisions or com- 
panies in the same manner and by the same com- 
mands as when manceuvring in single line. Observ- 
ing that at full distance a simple unbroken columo 
of the whole regiment will be formed in the advanre 
orretreat by the right or left of battalions, while 
forming columns from the flanks of subdivisions 
will make a corresponding number of broken 
columns. 

552. In these manceuvres the commanders give 
more attention as a rule to the essentials to prompt 
and economical execution of the movement than the 
niceties of the alignments, etc.,on the march. These 
should be thoroughly inculcated in the scbool of the 
soldier and compuny, and will be the special care of 
the subalterne and guidesin the battalion mancu- 


vres. 

553. The regiment in two or more lines wili be man- 
cuvred at full or half distance in the same manner 
as the subdivision when iu single live. 

Observing that whatever the distance may be the 
same obtains in all the relations of the subdivisions 
except when the distance between lines is greater 
than the front, in which case they will be presuribed 
by the colonel, or left to the discretion of the chiefs 
of battalions, who will be governed by the exigen- 
cies of the case and the object to be attained. 

554. The regiment being drawn up witb reduced 
distances between the lines, or the distances being 
reduced in manceuvre, all movements following will 
be executed with correspondingly reduced distances 
between the subdivisions, unless otherwise specially 
directed. 

555. The regiment in two or more lines, to form it 
in single line to the front, to the right or left of the 
leading line, the command will be— 


lL. Form single line. 2. Rear wing (or battalions) 
(or right) oblique. 3. March. ”" 


Executed as already prescribed for forming line 
to the front, from column of divisions or companies. 

556. Or to form single line covering ground to the 
right when the regiment is in twoer, more lines 
right in front, and to avoid the inversion whicb 
would result from the exeoution of the foregoing 
command, the following may be substituted— 


1. Form single line. 2. First line in column to the 
right (or in column by the mght flank). 3. Marcu. 


Executed as preecribed for the corresponding 
manner of the battalion from column of divisiovs or 
companies, the chiefs of wings or battalions giving 
the necessary commands for their subdivisions,

558. Or the movement may be ex¢ cuted ip detail, the 
regiment being first formed in columns by the flank 
and toen in line to the front, either to the rigbt or 
left of the heads of the columnus—by the appropriate 
commands from the colonel, chiefs of battalions and 
subdivizions. 

559. The regiment in two or more lines to change 
front the command of the colonel will be— 


1. Change front to the right (or left). 2. MARCH. 


At the first command the chief of tae first line will 
give the appropriate cuutionary and preparatory 
commands for changiog front in the direction indi- 
vated. The chiefs of the other lines will form them 
in column to the left (or right), give the command 
column half right (or left), and all will repeat the 
command of execution, the first line changing front 
as already prescribed. The otber lines are marched 
to their positions in rear of the first and are fo-med 
in line facing to the new front by the anpropriate 
commands from their chiefs. (Plate XXXVIL.) 

560. The regiment may be marched to the front or 
rear in lines or tothe right or left in columns, the bat- 
taliong retaining their relative positions by the sawe 
commands as for a single battalion. It being always 
understood, that unless a special battalion is desig- 
pated the command applies to the regiment as a 
whole, the cautionary command of the colonel being 
put in the plural, thus—

561. The chiefs of the several battalions will caution 
them, such battalion, and repeating the preparatory 
and command of execution, and all move together, 
the command for the guide being given either be- 
fore or after the command of execution.

At this command, given when in full front, if not 
already in four ranks, all the battalions will be 
formed in four ranks, open order. The chief of the 
first hne, if ata halt, will caution it to stand fast 
and if under fire and not lying down may order it 
to do so and to cease firing. 

563. The chiefs of thesecond and third lines, if there 
be three, command, Forward, and at the command of 
execution, move to the front, passing through the 
intervals between the files of the firstline. Theésec- 
ond line now becomes the first, the third the sec- 
ond, and the first the third. 

564. Should it happen in this as in similar move- 
wents that in passing through the line either in the 
advance or retreat, two files comes opposite or find 1t 
necessary to pass through the same interval, that on 
the right, will take precedence, according to the 
general rule to prevent crowding or confusion in 
tbe ranks. 

565. The regiment marching in the advance, the first 
line should be halted before the command for the 
change of positions is given, otherwise it will be 
halted by its chief at the command of execufion. 

566. Ip this movement, when the ground willadmit 
of it and it is desired to push forward the advanee— 
the second line, no¥ becoming the first, will con- 
tinue the advance followed by the third now the 
second—while the first stands fast until the proper 
— is gained and then moves forward as the 
third. 

567. The regiment in position in two or more lines— 
the rst en parapet or under desirable cover, the 
second and third io the reserve, the first line may 
be relieved by the advance of the serondand third 
and subsequent withdrawal of the first to the posi- 
tion of the third line. Or the‘first line may be sim- 
ply re-enforced by the advance of the second. This 

ast, however, should, if possible, be avoided. The 
same object being better attained (when time will 
permit) by forming two ranks to the right and left 
respectively in the battalions and .forming singie 
line with these, eaeh occupying the cover to which 
it may be assigned. 

568. The third line, as a rule, should be held in re 
serve, and in readiness to protect either flank or 
re enforce any point of the fighting front should 
the my ok arise. 

569. Fighting iu three lines, should it become neces- 
sary to jall back, the first line will retire behind the 
third. The second standing fast until the first bas 

assed through. When forming single rank it opens 

re under the direction of its chief. 

570. The first line now become the third, is reformed, 
ammubpition replenished, if necessary, and faced to 
the front in open order and stands ready in its turn 
to cover the retreat of those in front. 

571. Skirmishers thrown out when recalled or 
drivep back will rejoin their ow? battalions and 
assume their formation, whatever that may be. 

The forezoing movements and dispositions will, if 
necessary, be effected on intimation or orders from 
thie colonel, conve to the chief of battalions 
tbr — the staff officers or other messengers. 

572. In timeof war and operating 1n the fleldthe re- 
giment, besides its baggage and supply train, should 
bave a number of pack animals forcarrying ammu- 
nition upon. the field—these will beled in rear as 
nearly as practicable forming a line convenient for 
the ready supply and replenishing of ammunition, 
and sbould be in charge of a special detail, under @ 
careful officer, and ail thcroughly instructed in this

573. Pack animals for this purpose in an emergency 
may be taken from the teams of the bavgage and 
ammunition wagonr, the leagera of which, at least,

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Many eloquent and instructive speeches were 
made before the Convention of the American Ship- 
ping and Industrial League, which was held in New 
Orleans on the 16th, 17th, and 18th of February. 
Admiral Porter sent them another encouraging let- 
ter, in which he said a good word for the tariff. 
The applause and enthusiasm which followed the 
reading of this letter by the secretary continued for 
some moments, when Captain Woodward rose and 
proposed three cheers for the ‘‘ patriotic Admiral 
of the United States Navy,” which were given with 
great earnestness by the whole audience. Another 
interesting feature of the occasion was the reading 
of a paper on ‘‘ Trade between the United States, 
Colombian States and Guatemala,” by Signor A. 
Martinez. He showed that though the trade 
with the Central and South American ports 
has enormously increased the United States 
receives less of it than any other nation. 
With proper encouragemevt of our mercantile 
marine by wise legislation we might have had the 
lion’s share. In a speech by Captain A. K. Miller, 
which followed, he asked: ‘‘ Why is this?’ With 
him, we answer: “ Unwise legislation and want of 
energy on the part of our people to awake from 
this Rip Van Winkle condition which has too long 
prevailed. The determined action of our ‘ Shipping 
and Industrial League’ assures us the time is at 
hand when we shall again take our plaee in the 
front rank and secure our share of the carrying 
trade upon the sea, at least for our own products, 
which are annually increasivg.” ‘‘ While Congress 
has seen fit,” said Captain Miller, ‘‘to remember 
the men who fought in war, and to grant pensions, 
it has, by unwise legislation and obstruction, de- 
prived these who have carried the stars and stripes 
toall parts of the globe from earning a livelihood. 
I mean the American shipmaster.” Several speak- 
ers dwelt upon the magnificent future of New 
Orleans when our mercantile marine should revive; 
and the identity of its interests with those of the 
Northwest was pointed out. Resolutions were 
passed urging the passage of the tonnage bill now 
before Congress, and the Secretary was authorized 
to put the proceedings in book form, A ladies’ re- 
ception in the evening closed the exercises. 








THe urgency deficiency bill was reported from 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations on Feb. 
29. The committee struck out the item passed by 
the House appropriating $100,000 for extending the 
drydock at New York 100 feet. No other material 
changes were made in the items relating to the 
Army and Navy.

THE publication of Mr. Kinglake’s new volumes

even of *‘ the Redan "—extant in most service clubs, 
They did not claim the title, but coming home in tne 
first outburst of excitement consequent on the news 
of great batties, they were dubbed “heroes,” end 
they took the dubbing. Many of them adorn the 
Bench and administer justices’ justice with adash of 
court-martial law in it; some sit ticht in the pig- 
skin, or}figure in the first flight over stone walls and 
bullfinches in the shires; are admired in their fam- 
ity circles and in their counties; are pointed out as 
they toddle along Pall Mall by Paterfamilias to his 
children. 

* That’s Sir Gorgeous Bumbell, who took a whole 
battery of artillery—at the Alma, [ think it was— 
and who had such ano eseape from the Cossacks!" 

“There is Sir Prodger deers! That is the man 
-—-little as you would think it tz look at bim, my 
dear—who saved the Duke’s life by headinga charge 
of band boys and drummers on the Russian Cuiras- 
siers who had taken oursandbags!"

These are types of men who became “ beroesa” by 
“gift of fortune’’—by participating perforce in an 
action of éclat, then retreating rapidly back and 
home wich their blushing bonvors thick upon them. 

They were 
not to blame, perbaps, so much as might be sup* 
posed by those who did not know the wircumstances 
or make allowances. They were put into the Army 
to wear uniforms, to enjoy themselves, and to bare 
something todo, without any thought of hard ser- 
vice against a real enemy a long way off and of 
roughing it in the open in winter. They were young 
fellows of family, fortune, and perhaps duties. at 
heme—the hopes of great houses who could not be 
spared as chair d cannon; and they were taken out 
as they were put into the Army—by their parents. 








CELLULOSE FOR SHIPS OF WAR. 


One of our French contemporaries points out the 
great services which may be render to ships by 
the introduction of cellulose, which 1s calculated to 
preserve them both in peace and war, or, as the 
writer say, “to hinder catastrophes due to leaks, 
to collisions, and running on rocks, and also to ward 
off the terrible effects of projectiles charged with 
new explosives.”” After describing this remarkable 
substance, made out of the fibre of thewocoanut, the 
writer observes that it possesses considerable swell- 
ing powers, and the curious property of closing 
after the passage of a projectile; then it bardens by 
coutact witb water,and ends by becoming water 
tight. Another advantage of cellulose is that it is 
as light as cork. Experiments made some tittle 
time ago showed that after the passage of a 27-cen- 
timetre projectile through « cellulose mattress, not 
more thav 15 litres of water per minute passed 
through the aperture, which soon closed entirely. 
it now appears that further experiments have been 
made by the Shipbuilding Company of the Loi 
which has just built a cruiser called the Awira 
Kornilew for the Russian Government, and thet 
uphoped-for results were obtained in presence of 
several Russian naval officers. Consequently, the 
said Company of the Loire has proposed to tke 
French Government to build a sbip of war after the 
pians of Rear Admiral Paliu de la Barriére, a sbi 
armed with 72-ton guns, with a thin cuirass of steel, 
but efficacviously protected above and below Water 
by cellulose backing. Weare notinformed whether 
Admiral Krantz has accepted or declined this offer.

THE ITALIANS IN ABYSSINIA. 


Tue four brigades comprising the Italian expedi- 
tionary corps iu Abyssinia bave an effective force 
of 740 officers, 20,525 men, and 1,572 horses and mules. 
Great energy has been shown in organizing the de- 
fenves of Massowahb, which is protected by a double 
line of forts, the first consistiug ot four and the sec- 
ond of six forts. Fort Arkiko is supported by a 
number of vessels anchored off the coast, and ail the 
works are well supplied with guns, which are pro- 
vided witb 500 rounds of ammunition. Use is also 
made of defences on the Spaccamela system, which 
are usually enciosed spaces whose wall: are built up 
ot eheets of steel, four millimetres in thickness 
fastened together with screws and buttons, and 
pierved for artillery and infantry fire. The crest of 
these steel defences is sharp and jagged. and the 
walls are painted the color of the surrounding soil. 
M. Yon has constructed at Paris several small bal- 
loons for the forces 1n Abyssinia, and Count Pecori 
Gerardi has adopred for night signals bulloons of 50 
metres cube, provided with incandescent lamps 
worked by the Morse code.

National Guard. To-day, in New York, there are 
a number of good regiments, and not one that is a 
poor regiment. But there are very grave defects in 
all of them, that are apparent to an educated sol- 
dier, that undoubtedly result from the causes which 
““A Regular Officer” peints out. 

Prominent among these is the very general fail- 
ure, on the part of file closers, to correct the men 
in ranks when they lapse, as they very frequently 
do, from a soldierly position and bearing in ranks. 
With a single exception, there is but one of the city 
regiments in which the eye is not offended by the 
sight of men at “attention” standing with heels 
wide apart, and in anything but the position of a 
soldier. In some of the best regiments, wheels, in 
sets of four, are noticeably bad, and many kindred 
offences against military propriety are the rule.

CRITICISM OF CULTUBED VOLUNTEERS. 


[n a lecture before the Royal United Service In- 
stitution, Feb. 17. Col. Maurice said of the English 
re, what is equally applicable to our own 

itia : 

“IT have lately been very much struck by tbe ad- 
vantage which we in England possess in this respect 
from the existence of our great Volunteer organiza- 
tion. Numbersof men of a mental training the 
higbest which our great Universities can give, have 
patriotically devoted themselves to the dull drudg- 
ery of drill. They are for the most part very mod- 
est. ie rather than any others of our country- 
men realize the enormous advantage of the highest 
wilitary training. They, less than any others of our 
countrymen, are disposed to think that it is a mere 
freak of nature when some man arises amongst us 
who isable brilliantly to command armies in the 
field. They better than any others understand how 
largely the gifts of Nature must be supplemented 
by thought, by labor, and by strictly warlike expe- 
rience. evertheless, coming with unbiassed minds 
to the consideration of the military problems of the 
day. they bave at least the advantage of those on- 
lookers who are said to see more of the game than 
the players. [should of course be very sorry, they 
would themselves be very sorry, if they were ~ 
pointed to decide what changes ought to be made in 
our modero preparation for war. But, though sol- 
diers must decide, it will greatly aid their decision 
if they will take account of the criticism of cultured 
Volunteers, many of whom are now engaged in most 
careful study of the conditions of modern war.”’-

In the German Army Estimates figures a supple- 
mentary grant of 900,000 marks to provide for the 
addition of 9 oz. to the daily forage ration of cavalry 
horses.

guage, saying: ‘These sympathies and expressions 
of attachment to which you have alluded find their 
echo in the friendly relations now existing between 
our two Goverpmerts.”’ “The bonds which unite 
us,” added the English commander, “‘ may in all 
probability find in the near future a practical illus- 
eee in the union of the Italian and English 
eets.”” 


THE French Minister for War has just given orders 
for the organization of carrier-pigeon stations. In 
addition to 15 of these stations, there arein France 
300 pigeon-flying societies, owning 150.000 ** homers.” 
Each of these bas a military organiza‘ion, and in 
case of wur all the pigeons belonging to them would 
be at the service of the Intelligence Department. 
Germany possesses about the same number of car- 
rier-pigeon stations, which cost £2,500 a year, and 
there are 350 societies with 50,000 pigeons. In Italy. 
pigeons are actually in use for conveying despatches 
between the War Office in Rome and the garrisons 
in Sicily and Sardinia. The experiments that have 
been made with pigeonsin Russia bave not been 
very successful. The birds imported from Belzium 
cannot stand the climate, and natives lack stayiog 
power. Sweden, Spain, and Switzerland possess 
military carrier pigeon statione.

Rowno is situated in close 
proximity to the Austro-Galician frontier, on the 
row between Kiew aud Wursaw, and is to have a 
new magazine of the firat class added to the second 
class magazine already there. This route—a most 
important strategic line of communication—lies be- 
tween Galicia and the Pripet marshes, and prolongs 
the strip of territory which joins the Polish fortress- 
es to those of Southern Russia. 


A GENERAL emeute is expected in the Russian uni- 
versities March 13, the enaivessaty of the assassina- 
tion of Emperor Alexander II., but the police are 
prepared. 

Le Temps says that England is negetistieg with 
Turkey for possession of an island commanding the 
entrance to the Hellespont at Salonica, in return for 
which she guarantees to the Sultan undisturbed 
possession of Constantinople, with the districts im- 
mediately lying upon the Heliespont and the Bos- 
horus; and all of the Asiatic provinces at present 
included in the possession of the Porte. 


THE programme of the erand autumn manceuvres 
of the French Army has been arranged. Divisional 
movements, inclusive of the time for preparing the 
route and march not exceeding fifteen days, are pre- 
scribed to the First Army Corps (Lille), Second 
(Amiens), Fourth (Le Mans), Fifth (Orleans), Sixth 
(Chalons), Seventh (Besancon), Eighth (Bourges), 
Twelfth (Limoges), Thirteenth (Clermont), and 
Eighteenth (Bordeaux). The Seventh and Tenth 
Divisions, which form part of the Paris garrison, 
will not be disturbed in their quarters during the 
autumn. The Third (Rouen) and Sixteenth Army 
Corps (Montpellier) will have to join in combined 
manoeuvres for the period of twenty-one days to 
comprehend the necessary time for concentration, 
the march between the distant limits of the terri- 
tory, and the final break-up of the dual forces.
